I met Seorge Farter across a desk- in 
the Sneinton office of Nottingham 
Community Housing Association vhere he 
is Area Manager,' It's nine years non 
since he first set foot in Nottingham, 
fresh from a Planning degree in 
Newcastle, 7 knew nothing about the 
place or even vhere it was", he Joked, 

I come from a rural background in 
Cumbria - I'm not out to anyone in the 
family - where ! come from it's not 
seen as unusual that I'm still 
unattached t because in my family there 
are relatives who have remained single 
for many years, Soon after / arrived 
in Nottingham I fell in with straight 
friends from my Newcastle days, and 
vent around vith them for ' several 
years, This also meant I didn't have 
to tackle my gayness directly", 

Put as of Fen happens, Seorge got the 
coming-out bug and soon began to 
confide to a fev chosen friends'that he

I sensed a hint of restlessness in 
the man and vas keen to knov if this 
move vas a sudden decision,

the right person, but I'm not 
interested in setting up home vith 
someone Just for the sake of it, My 
present Job and lifestyle represents 
security for me and nov seems the right 
time to make a move", he added, 

Before I left I asked Seorge for 
three wishes for himself, "I vou Id 
like a fulfilling life vhich I think is 
sometimes difficult to achieve for a 
gay man, Secondly, I would like to see 
gav culture continue to develop as if 
AIDS vasnt there and not let A IBS take 
control and shape everything else, And 
it would be very nice if ve could find 
different ways of communicating vith 
each other than Just through clubs and 
pubs", 

Just in case he is not lured away 
permanently from these shores he has 
friends taking care of his house, so 
should he decide to give Nottingham 
another whirl it 'll be ready and 
waiting, But even if he decides to 
stay in Oz, you can be sure there will 
be a little \bit of Nottingham there to

T he Potts Correspondence and Other Gay . 

Humour bv Ter ry Sanderson (The, Slh&n Slav. 

Press £3,50). , Written with a limp wrist 
the Potts Correspondence induces some 
mirth and several misgivings, The bulk 
comprises Sanderson's pieces for Gay 
Times, letters from firs, Doreen Potts 
fictional Yorkshire housewife to friend 
Tarry about the doings of her son Gary, 
Although Doreen is a protagonist in a gay 
rights demo, an Earl’s Court bar, her 
son’s ’marriage’ to Bill the footballer 
and their honeymoon trip to Amsterdam, the 
overall tone is not merely frivolous, but 
trivial and trivialising, Sanderson's eye 
for minutiae is not so much sharp as all- 
enveloping and indiscriminate. He has a 
formidable knack for loading every page 
with references to consumer products; he 
must spend hours in supermarkets looking 
at Shake ! n' Vac, Izai, P.G, tips, Ewbanks 
and Hoovers, then folding them into a 
Doreen Potts piece which makes the woman 
seem so compulsively obsessive about 
cleanliness and a good strong cuppa that 
she seems unaware that she has been 
seduced by a lesbian in Spain, 

True, we’ne not looking for social 
realism here and although the bemused 
innocent in the gay world is often wittily 
rendered, the premise makes a shaky 
platform on which to sustain a single idea 
over a volume even as slim as this one, 
Doreen's commendable fight for gay rights 
and her eloquence simply don't square with 
her ignorance of what Gary actually gets 
up to in bed nor her other persona as 
well-meaning but frankly stupid, 

Indeed, Doreen's malapropisms, 
misunderstandings and general fogginess 
tend to demean women and northerners both, 
She belongs to an honoured tradition - Rob 
Wilton, Hildas Baker and Ogden, Thora 
Hird, Alan Bennett, Wood and Walters, Su 
Pollard - but the material is too one- 
dimensional, Simply it's too camp if 
that's not a contradiction in terms; too 
reliant on making this woman as silly as

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Far sometime now a national 
research project has been 
looking at the lifestyles of 

? ay men. The Project, jointly 
unded by the Medical Research 
Council and the Department of 
Health, is set to run for 
three years and is the first 
large-scale survey of its kind 
in Britain. Mike Millington, 
one of the Project's Research 
Workers, spoke to METRO GAY 
about this important develop¬ 
ment, its aims, progress ana 
problems. 



HOW DIO YOU SET INVOLVED? 

I saw the advert for the job just days 
before the closing date for 
applications, sent mine in and didnt 
think much more about it until I was 
told I had been short-listed for 
interview, I are very interested in the 
sociology of sexuality and thought this 
was a rare chance to participate in this 
important study, 

WHAT IS YOUR INTEREST IN THE PROJECT 7 

I took a first degree in Philosophy and 
Sociology at Warwick University and have 
just completed my Phd in the Sociology 
of Literature, with special reference to 
the Lesbian novel when this job 
opportunity came up, 

HOW HANY QF THE PROJECT WORKERS ARE 6AY 
OR BISEXUAL? 

A key requirement is that all the 
researchers must have a knowledge of gay 
and bisexual lifestyles, 

HAS A SURVEY LIKE THIS EVER BEEN DONE 
BEFORE 7 

The only proper large-scale survey on 
sexuality was done by Kinsey in the 
United States between 1937 and 1948, 
when he claimed that up to SOX of the 
male adult population had some fora of 
homosexual experience in their lives, 
The Kinsey findings have been disputed 
ever since, mainly by those who dont 
want to believe them, 

WHY IS THE PROJECT BEING UNDERTAKEN NOW 
AND WHAT DOES IT HOPE TO ACHIEVE? 

There were two main ideas behind the 
survey; there was no wide-ranging up- 
to-dala research findings to draw on in 
this country; the surveys which had 
been done, were based on the patients 
of Sexually Transmitted Disease Clinics 
(VO Clinics) but did not reach people 
who, for instance, never found any need 
to consult the clinics, 

The Kinsey Report is only applicable to 
the United States and, forty- years on 
is* somewhat dated, Sexual practices and 
attitudes to sex will have changed in 
this time, With the rapid spread of AIDS 
in Britain and worldwide, the Government 
were successfully persuaded that British 

research was needed to look at patterns 
of sexual activity among gay and 
bisexual men, The Government was also 
anxious to see whether its advertising 
campaign had got through to the gay men 
and whether safe sex was being taken 
seriously, 

WHERE IS THE PROJECT BASED? 

The Project is headed by Professor Tony 
Coxon, Qr, Peter Davies and Dr, Tom 
HcHanus and is split into three sample 
areas Newcastle Upon Tyne, London and 
Cardiff, Qur task is to look at current

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sexual lifestyles of gay and bisexual 
men. This will be the rirst time that 
British academics have attempted to 
look at non-heterosexual behaviour among 
males in Britain and will look at what 
gay men do with others, as there are 
different degrees of gay experience, 
"Who does what, to whom, and who puts 
what where, when and how often, if at 
all!" 

.‘he three original sample areas have 
now been expanded to cover the main 
centres where gay men are known to have 
social facilities and where they can be 
approached . confidentially, These 
include Leeds, Norwich, Liverpool, 
Portsmouth, Birmingham and Bristol, 
In each area we will look at a number of 
gay men in different types of 
relationships, 
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WILL YOU HAKE FIRST CONTACT WITH 
PEOPLE IN EACH AREA 7 

Through the main gay organisations and 
the commercial scene which we hope will 
give us "street credibility", and thus 
encourage gay men to become involved in 
the Project itself, 

We will then make a limited number of 
contacts on the commercial scene and ask 
each person to keep a sexual diary for a 
set period and be interviewed at the end 
of the period, These contacts will be 
asked to spread the word on the 
grapevine to encourage other people to 
come forward, 

For instance some men live in close 
relationships like imitation "straight 
marriages", whereas some others live in 
open relationships where one or both 
partners may have sex outside that 
relationship and others who may not have 
any current relationship, Others may 
just have sexual encounters on a "no- 
strings", casual basis, 
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WHAT OQES KEEPING A SEXUAL DIARY 
INVOLVE? 

We have developed a simple method which 
is time-saving and safe; the diary can 
be kept in coded form, So a whole series 
of sexual events could be summarised in 
the space of a few coded symbols, Some 
people might prefer to nandwrite it 
while some others might like to use 
cassettes and make a recording 'on the 
job', so to speak, 

The survey and all the interviews will 
be anonymous and any individual 
information' stored will be coded by 
number and only a very limited number 
of people in the Project will have 
access to this information, 

00 YOU THINK GAY HEN DO HORE KINOS OF 
SEX THAN STRAIGHTS? 

What you do sexually often depends on 
whom you are with, Some men may be 
active on one occasion and “passive" on 
another with the same person, Some men 

will be fairly rigid in what thev do and 
dont do, whilst others will be more 
flexible, So what sight become a fixed 
way of behaving in one particular 
situation or relationship may be totally 
different in another, 

CAN YOU FQRSEE ANY DIFFICULTIES IN 
GETTING PEOPLE TQ TAKE PART? 

If we are open, honest and 
straightforward with people and explain 
the purpose of the survey and how they 
might help contribute towards a greater 
knowledge of understanding sexual 
behaviour, 1 think most people will want 
to help, It is not our job to make 
moral judgements about what people do or 
dont do, but simply to record the 
information, 

00 YOU THINK THE SURVEY WILL BE SEEN AS 
TYPICAL OF 6AY HEN'S SEXUAL BEHAVIOUR? 

To ensure this happens you have to be 
careful choosing your sample areas and 
age ranges, which includes a 
representation across the whole 
community, If we only sampled London, 
for example, this could only be typical 
of London, nowhere else, because like 
any big city, gay men often escape from 
where they grew up, So there may be 
certain behaviour characteristics which 
may set London gay men apart from gay 
men in other parts of the country, 

YOU'VE TALKED ABOUT 'KINSEY TYPE' 
REPORTS. DOES THIS INCLUDE 
INVESTIGATIONS INTO SAFE SEX? 

the second part of the project aims to 
establish the effects of safe sex 
guidelines on sexual activity, To 
measure this the survey will take part 
in two stages so that we will be able to

Barbara Broughton, one of the Health 
Advisors stressed the importance of 
Health Advisors being very well
